{ed him to {wear 43 Wrtnetles at the Bar in his Vindication;and whereas his Councel did not in due time appear, being 
 preſt upon to examine Witneſſes or be mute, to give thar High Court content, then atſembled upon that occaſton, 
did by their Inſtance examine Four of his Witneſſes, which cleared him from being an Impoſtor as her Petition did 
pretend ; But when the Counteſles Councels had heard theſe Teſtimonies,and his Councels,though late appearing, and 
deſiring to hear the ſaid Witneſles over again, her Councel wayed her Petition , ({aying) they did. not own the 
. Grand-Daughters Right, as'her Petition did pretend, but ſet-up the Kings Intereſt ; but his Councel gave them a 
check, (ſaying,) They ought not to plead for the King and the SubjeS& both at ons time; and allo pleaded that his Petitions 
might be diſmiſt,and left to the Common Law; And his laſt Order in Parliament ſaith they werediſmiſt accordingly:
